The enterprising managers of the Citi- 


zens Electric Street Bsilway company 
were in the push bright and early tbw 
morning, and had nearly 100 men with 
crow-bars, picks, and iron and wooden 
shovels to assist them in making war on 
the caked and drifted snow which covered 
tbe rails and right of way. Usually the 
Street Railway company look upon a 
endden txeeze-np or a sudden drop of 
snow with indifference bsoanse they 
know how to keep things moving, but 
Monday was an extraordinary blizzard, 
as sudden as it was unexpected and 
violent.

march.on tbe company, because the 
BDOW fell and drifted in the night, and 
the company had no opportunity to keep 
up with the procession.

They 
had no kicks to make, except against 
lazy and stingy properly owners who 
would not clean off the walks in front of 
their premises. Th9 storm subsided last 
evening so late that it was impossible for 
the company to begin work, and conse- 
quently there was not a oar out for 
service yesterday. During the day one 
attempt was made to clear the Ails near 
the bam but it was a failure, ana horses 
bad to be used to get the car back into 
the barn. 


CABS IN MOTION. 


This morning with the mercury down 


nearly to zero, and the ton shining 
brightly, Manager Ferguson put the 
largest force of men at work on the 
double track from the depot to Lincoln 
Square. It was a great eight to see the 
men tossing tbe snow to the right and 
left off tbe track, and it was surprising 
to note bow rapidly the work was sooom- 
plished. Mr. Ferguson kept his eagle 
eye on the men and the human machin- 
ery had but little opportunity to rest or 
"soldier." By ten o'clock the cars on 
the depot line were making frequent 
trips, end the clang of the alarm bells 
was welcome music to the traveling men 
andoitizsnswhocn Monday were com- 
pelled to put up 25 and 50 cent fares to 
the haokmen for transportation. The 
warm oars going straight to the depot or 
the square, with the fare only five cents, 
were much more satisfactory for comfort, 
safety and economy. 


After the depot line was opened Man- 


ager Ferguson had the salt oar go over 
it twice, and then every wheel turned 
easily without waste of the power. Tbe 
shovelers continued their work out on 
West Main street to Oakland park. The 
force will next open the line on North 
Water and Oondit streets, and then they 
will all attack the snow on the North 
Edward, Bromide park end EUorado 
street branches of the system.

the cafe, which is on the ground floor 
ef the hotel, at 8 o'clock. 


Shortly before 9 o'doek a pale, thin 


young man with a light, pointed beard, 
full of drink which he bad taken at a 
table in the middle of the room, started 
to leave. When near the door he sud- 
•tenly tnrned, drew a bomb from his 
eoat and threw it toward a group of 
persons who had sat next to him. 


The bomb struck an electric light 


fixture, then fell on a marble table 
»nd exploded. The great hotel and 
Jrtation were wrecked by the shock 
The mirrors, windows and doors were 
Mown to atoms. 
The ceiling and 


«oor were rent and walls were cracked. 
A dense, offensive smoke filled the 
cafe for four minutes, and in the ob- 
acnnty the bomb-thrower escaped. 


When the smoke cleared away five 


persons were found severely wounded 
and fifteen had slight injuries. The 
bomb had been filled with bullets and 
rough bits of iron, which had riddled 
the furniture and walls and inflicted 
most of the wounds. 


After leaving the cafe the bomb- 


thrower started down the street on a 
fun. 


Three policemen had just passed in

curred. They were going on duty and 
jumped to the street the moment thev 
saw the fugitive.

RIKKR'S WRIT. 


Justice Bradley Can Find Wo Ground*

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 —C. T. Riker, 


of Chicago, was yesterday given a 
short hearing by Justice Bradley in the 
circuit court of the District of Colum- 
bia on his petition asking that a writ 
of mandamus be issued compelling the 
secretary of the treasury to turn over 
to him the »SO,000,000 of bonds 


Justice Bradley stated that after a 


careful perusal of the petition he was 
of the opinion that the petitioner was 
entirely abroad in his requests, and 
asked something which the court had 
no power to grant. He knew of no 
reason why the secretary of the treas- 
ury did not see fit to allot the peti- 
tioner some portion of the bonds, but 
the court had no right to say to whom 
they should be allotted.

and driving all pedestrians indoors. 
In eight hours .78 of an inch of rain 
had fallen. 


At 7 o'clock yesterday morning the 


thermometer stood 26 degrees above 
zero, a fall of 24 degrees since 3 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon. 


The Arkansas river at Little Rock 


began falling Sunday morning, but the 
decline soon stopped and the water be- 
gan to rise again 


The steamer Reese Pritchard ar- 


rived yesterday. Capt. Drake brought 
full particulars of the accident to the 
Dardanelle bridge. An attempt was 
made to swing in the bridge to prevent 
it from being washed away by the ris- 
inpf water. Nearly 200 men, women 
and children got on the bridge to see 
the sights

was being swung around the ca- 
ble broke and the bridge was swept 
down the river with its human load 
One quarter of a mile from where the 
bridge had broken away, the steamer 
Reese Pritchard was plying down the 
river. Capt. Drake saw the floating 
bridge coming and commanded that 
the boat be headed up the river and 
all hands attempt to stop it. This was 
done by great efiorts. The bridge was 
towed to shore and afterwards pulled 
up high and dry.

A Wind-Storm of Cyclonic Intensity ill 
Kentucky. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky , Feb. IS —A wind- 


storm of cyclonic intensity and force 
swept over western and central Ken- 
tucky, yesterday, followed last night 
by blizzard cond'tions of intense cold 
and swirling snow 


Many reports of minor damages have 


been received from the interior of the 
state. So far no serious casualties 
were reported, but the telegraph serv- 
ice is badly demoralized and many 
towns cannot be communicated with 
In the central part of the state the 
storm assumed the 
character of a 


bouncing cyclone, unroofing many 
houses, and skipping others apparently 
in its path 


Near Lexington the large Pepper dis 


tillery was unroofed and otherwise 
damaged 
A number of large barns in 


other sections were destroyed, and the 
loss caused by the destruction of out- 
buildings, fences and shade trees will 
amount to many thousands of dollars. 


In Louisville little damage was done, 


but considerable alarm prevailed on 
the river front, where the steamboats 
were exposed to the greatest force of 
the wind. 


The wreckage of the Jeffersonville 


bridge came near causing the destruc- 
tion of the large ferry steamer City of 
Jeffersonville, 
The boat was caught 


by the wind and turned almost around 
nearly striking one of the piers. The 
pilot put the steamer about, prevent- 
ing an accident.

Places Once Frequented by Myrlmdl Sow 


Wholly Denerted. 


Very remarkable has been the his 


tory of the native wild piseon a bird 
entirely peculiar to North America, 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Hudson bay. 
Its history is not only very rateiestmg, 
bnt quite wonderful in some of its de- 
tails The bird itself, taken singly, ai 
we rustics know, ia elegant in form 
and very pleasing in its slate-colored 
plumage, tinged with a pale shading 
of red on the breast It is very ge-itle 
and peaceable, entirely harmless and 
even timid by nature 
Who would 


have thought it possible that gentle 
birds like these should have swept 
over the interior of the continent with- 
in a century in flocks so vast as to ob- 
scure the sun at nooa as though the 
country lay under an eclipse, while the 
ceaseless rapid motion of millions of 
wings produced » loud roar like an ap- 
proaching tornado Accurate and ex- 
perienced men of science—Wilson and 
Audnbon—tell us of vast flocks cover- 
ing 180 K<juare miles of country in Ken- 
tucky os i ecently as 1813 They tell us 
of vast breeding places in western for- 
ests many miles in extent,_ where nine- 
ty nests were counted in one tree. 
They tell us of roosting grounds forty 
miles m length, with a breadth of sev- 
eral miles, the uproar from this roost- 
ing ground being heard at a distance 
of three miles. They tell us of one col- 
umn of these birds covering 210 mile* 
of country m length! Grand indeed 
must have been the movementover the 
continent of that vast living winged 
cloud, a great marvel of nature. Noth- 
ing to equal it has been known else- 
where on earth. 
| 
The old pines on the hill-tops about 


the Otsego water some forty years 
since must have been frequently over- 
shadowed by flocks of wild pigeon, 
much less wonderful than those farther 
west, but still remarkable ia their, 
numbers. 


On the early morning of June 8, 1847, 


the lake and the village lay shrouded 
in a summer mist 
A large flock O* 


wild pigeons became be-vildered ID the 
fog, and lost their \ ay—an unusual 
incident in their history. Instinct failed 
to guide them. Their naturally keen 
;,ight could not pierce the mist _ They 
dropped on the nearest trees, in the 
heart of the village, on our own lawu, 
m the church-yard, in the gardens and 
on the elms and maples shading the 
streets. With the first rays of the snn 
appearing above Mt. Vision tho mist 
rose, the birds took flight 


' 
lu the eariy spring of 1849 a large 


flock of pigeons, supposed to number 
several thousands, selected for their 
breeding ground a wood in the valley 
of the Snsqnehanna some miles to the 
southward of the lake. The details 
were similar to those reported of the 
vast breeding-places at the wes(v—nests 
carelessly built of twigs, a number in 
close neighborhood in the same tree, 
broken limbs of trees, alow murmur of 
wings.*1 But the ground occupied was 
a narrow one

tot which If Vow Obsolete. 


Very'many quaint old customs still 


jrevail in Paris that have long survived 
he original reason for their existence. 
Tor instance, no sooner do born Paris- 
ana turn into a side street than they 
nstinctively (and to infinite peril at 
their lives and limbs from the abiqul- 
ous cab) walk in the very middle ot 
the roadway, leaving tne pavements 
deserted 
In the "good old times" this 


custom had a reason which has ceased 
x> exist 


In the first place at the beginning of 


the century there were no pavements, 
which of course prevented promenaders 
from getting used to them, and In the 
second plaee house-holders were wont 
to indulge in the habit of throwing all 
refuse of every description out of their 
front windows, so the long-suffering 
pedestrian was obliged to walk in the 
very middle of the road or else run the 
risk of being deluged with dish-water 
of stunned by cabbage stumps. 


Now all that is changed; one IB not 


allowed even to shake a rug out of the 
front window after ten o'clock in the 
morning, and the infringement of that 
rule brings an irate policeman, and to 
hardened offenders a fine In fact, so 
stringent are the laws on that subject 
that some years ago a man brought a 
curious suit against the city and won 
it, too 


He was walking past the column of 


the Bastile when a man jumped from 
its summit The suicide's shoes was 
forced off by the fall and struck the 
passer-by, inflicting severe injuries. 


He received damages on the ground 


that the city had not kept its monu- 
ments in proper order and that it waa 
the duty of the municipal authorities 
to see that no projectiles were hurled 
from them The city thought so, too, 
or rather discouraged would-be suicides 
by closing the doors of the Parisian col- 
umns against a" visitors.—Waverly 
Magazine.

John Hart shall not be permitted to 
cheat justice and escape punishment on 
the plea Of delusional insanity, a kind of

An enlightened public opinion and the 
itahirnr oanvktion ot judge*, lawyers 
ana lay OMB are losing faith in this mode 
of defending criminals, and in this whole 
business, and unless medical man change 
their methods ia this important matter, 
and give (us lass hypothetical theorizing 
and more oommon sense, the value of 
suen evidence will become worse than 
usaleas ia greet criminal eases.

commonwealth if more judges were to 
come to toe same conclusion and squeeze 
out this sort ot defense, which, in every 
oeae.astfce judge says, begins with the 
came and ends with it. It is simply 
confounding tneatirty trith depravity.

The latest reports from Washington 


touching the Hawaiian ftssoo are that 
the president is likely to recall Minister 
Willis from Honolulu witn the view of 
breaking off 'diplomatic arrangements 
with that government. If Cleveland and
